''Biology Can be a Challenger 
of Authority But a Follower 
of Truth" 



That the British, with the exceiilion 
of a smiill narrow-minded majority, 
ire becoming convinced that the old 
poHcy of the uiiii-boHt i.s Koiie for- 
ever, was the .iplnlon exiiressed by 
.Mr. S. K. P.atellffe ir the course of Ills 
lecture, "lînglaiid and ihe Chinese 
.Situation," at the Pct\i-»lc'H Forum last 
night. 

China, the spcaker^pointed out. Is 
fully the si'ze of I'aiiada, and contains 
about one fiuiirter the jiopulaUon of 
the whole world. It. I.s also the oldest 
of existing civilizations, Itx history 
going back for several thousand years. 
Its first fwo wun with Britain were In 
IS42 anil ISiiO, the former bein^ the 
Opium AVar, and the latter the tause 
of the opening of trade wllh the west. 
We of the modern world are not. how- 
ever, responsible for the mistakes of 
our aiioeslors, a fact which Is often 
overlooked. 'I'lu; fuilt? eoiiimltied In 
'42 and Till may have been great, but 
we cannot Ih'Iji that. 

Al the Washington Conference In 
l!t21 and 1.122, It was realized that 
frienilslilp with C'hlna was Impossible 
until there was .'i new relation 111 re- 
gard to i-uslonis anil yov .•rnineiii , Due 
lo suspicion on both sides, however, 
nothing \vas attempted in this direc- 
tion for four more year.!*, and by that 
time now Iroiible bad broken out 
Cliliia li.'LK iKiver taken faith in ceii- 
tial Koveriiiiient, so that the foiinatimi 
of H republir laid the loundiUlons of 
rebellion. The tniublo was merely lo- 
cal, however, until the (jccaslon of. the 
solzlng and Imprisoning of British 
sailors In 1925, when internallonal in- 
terest ivas iiroiiseil. The British kept 
faith with thu spirit of the Washing- 
ton Conference., and were in favor of 
granting a great Increase of customs 
In China, to aid her revenue. This 
attitude caused Britain u> be made 
out as we.ik In some quarters The 
attitude of the United .States towards 
China was, of course, open and gener- 
ous, but can the .same be said ot ihelr 
feelings toward .Mexico"; 

It has aUio been said that Britain 
has favored the north of China be- 
cause the north Is coimervatlvc, but 
there have been lenders in Britain 
whose tendencies were ilisilnctly ra- 
dlctil. Her stand throughout has been 
misrepresented, and the ferocious antl- 
forelgn feeling In China has become 
concentrated to an aiiti- Ihiti.'-'h one. 
She Is getting more than her share of 
hate because o( the two former wars, 
and because of the warpeil uricnial 
view of her seUuru of (.'ihinesc ships 
!o rescue her captured men.. 

At the present tline. however, with 
the exception of a small narrow -mind - 
cd majorlt.v, thu British are becoming 
convinced that then old policy of the 
gun-boal Is gone ' forever. . Wo are 
also being brought to see that If the 
white man hinl been more huiiuiii to- 
wards the yellow man and the hriiwn 
mtiii, niiich of the present xroubh.' 
iniplil h.ive been aVolded. 



Before a house filled to cap.^city 
with an onthasiastir audience Carrie 
Durick M.A., Professor of Morpho- 
logical Botany al McGlll. gave an In- 
leiesting ar<'Ount of the evolution of 
.Man in her lecture "A Itloloclsis View 
ot the AVoi'ld" at the C'ciUral TT yes- 
terday. 

"Professor Kv« in bis lecture on "A 
Physiclsfi. View ot the World" ;:ave 
.1 dlsi-iisftioii on .Matter. ,\ll in.itirr 
i" divided into posit K ' :in<l nrcatlve 
i hargiSK ot electricity. He did not give 
tlip fundamental .sour«.-e ».« It \«vs be- 
yond his ken." stated Profcsnor Derlck. 
"Professor filllson In his lecture on 
"An Astrtinoniei 's View of the Woi Id", 
shinvijil how the eiirth it.«elf wa.^ not 
important but one of the small hea- 
venly bodies. The fiindamenuil sour^' 
of the earth Is a mystery. Professor 
tJ'.Velll In bis l<-ciure "A Oeolrglst's 
View of the World", showed how the 
earth h;iil urown up and expl.iinerl tlie 
succession of life of the earth 1 shall 
continue and show the organic view 
of the earth. 

"The RlologlRt Just doryn't Xvy to 
explain the f iinilamet;i.l si.'.iiri- miM 
the speaker. "Probably the elements 
oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, and others 
tijgether with a bit ot sulphur and 
carbon came together' and formvd pro- 
toplasm. The organic sprang from the 
inorganic Heredity Is Involved In the 
process of roproduction. The follow- 
ing slides will show tJMit Biologists 
believe in Kvolution. 

There Is no record 4jf the first liv- 
ing b<>lng They were probably Jelly- 
like animals The first Is the iiinootxt. 
It Is a Jelly-like animal. It Is no big- 
ger than a pin head. It hu.s a nucleus 
and a cytoplasm. It Is a complex 
body. Then come the green plants. 
They also have a nucleus and n eyto- 
plasni. They take the carlKiii dioxide 
from the ■.\ir and deposit it In the 
rocks. Thus ■we have graphite. We 
have evidence of the jelly-tlkc things 
as jelly-fish, and stnr-flsh. 

''I shall deal with animals and fish 
.is the plants are not as well-known 
li\ you and they are the .same as anl- 
m.'ils.
